Technical students of draft age hre 
urged not to enlist,^ but wait for the 
draft, in a telegi^am sent by Hollis 
Godfrey, Chairman of the Committee ' 
on Engineering and Education of ^e 
Council of National Defense, tb. Presi- 
dent Charles Herbert Stockton.X 
According t<r this tele^am, the Sec-] 
retary of War has authorlze<^^ the 
statement that the drafted technical 
students Will bo placed In specialized 
ranks of the army where their spe- 
cialized train'ng will be used, and 
that such students will be afforded as 
great opportunity through the draft 
as if they enlisted now. 

The technical students are advised 
to secure a letter from the president 
of their various univeradtiee stating 
their special technical qualifications 
and send that letter in with the ques- 
tionaire that will be soon distribut- 
bring with them such a letter, 
with them such a letter.
